Menlo Park Man Tells How AFS Got Started 


Travis was a “member of 
the groups of college-age 
Americans who journeyed to 
Europe between 1914 and 
1917 to fight for France be- 
fore the United States enter- 
ed the war. 

It was a pretty unique or- 
ganization Travis, who has liv- 
ed in Menlo Park for the past 
two and a half years, recalls. 
Its members were all volun- 
teers from the colleges and un- 
iversities of the United States, 
who sailed for Europe and as- 
sociated themselves with the 
French army but who, after 
America’s entry into the war, 
joined General Pershing’s ex- 
peditionary forces. 

Travis recalls that there 
were about 200 such volunteers 
aboard the ship which took him 
to France; he himself was one 
of about 30 men from the Uni- 
veristy of Missouri. 

The group of well-intention- 
ed young men had originally 
wanted to drive ambulances, 
but these were not available 
when they landed, he says; the 
volunteers therefore had to 
drive trucks, carrying ammuni- 
tion and troops to the front. 


CHANGE ARMIES 

After the U.S. entered the 
war the volunteers in the 
French army were blanketed 
in to the United States forces 
and the American Field Serv- 
ice, as it had been known, 
might well have been forgot- 
ten. 

There were a couple of rea- 
sons why it wasn’t: 

The first of these was in the 
form of a citation which mem-

Travis, who has taken part as 


Field Service from June 25, 
1917, to Oct. 1, 1917. 

“True to the ancestral friend- 
ship of France and the United 
States and in advance of the 
American Army, he has serv- 
ed the French army in the war 
for the right. 

“He has participated in the 
campaigns in the region of the 
Aisne and Chemin des Dames, 
serving as a truck driver and 
sergeant...” 

The citation, a treasured 
possession today, was signed 
by the general in charge of 
French army motor trans- 
port and by one Stephen Ga- 
latti; inspector adjutant for 
the American Automotive 
Service in the French army. 

“After the war we ail went

thitgs, maybe, that would help. 


he most obvious time-waster in the operation isn't 
to Ke found in the cashier's line. It’s to be found in that 
linegeheaded for the window reserved for “registrations,” 
whtch is the place for registering out-of-state cars, and the 
re-ipgistering of cars that haven’t been licensed for a couple 
of years, et cetera. 


j Admittedly, not all of the delays people encounter in 
thig line are due to inefficiency of the motor vehicle depart- 
ment staff. In fact, the workers have to listen to long tales 
of joe about lost. license plates, misplaced “pink slips,” 
Fouded-up business deals in which the previous owner got 
aw$y without signing something, and the like. 

} One. of the stupidest routines, though, has to be laid 
at fhe door of the DMV. This is the one concerning out- 
of-state cars. 


A resident from any one of the other 48 states of the 
nation can bring in all the legal proof of ownership he 
wants to, but the lady at the desk can’t accept it. Before the 
car can be registered in California, motor numbers have to 
be*“checked” by a highway patrolman or a special func- 
tionary of some kind. The custom of DMV offices, appar- 
ently, is never to have one of these around. 

' No deputy can do the job. If there is a duly authorized 
officer around, he’s got to do the peering under hoods, 
counting doors and other items when he gets time — and 
heimay be busy with driver’s license tests or other details. 


| Nobody can or will step out from behind the wicket 
in any motor vehicle department office for any reason; 
the customer can sit in a corner outside and fume for half 
an hour, rather than be dispatched in a few seconds as 
would be possible if somebody had the common sense or 
authoritv.ta step outside. 

As a matter of fact, why all this motor number check- 
ing, anyhow? We don’t pose as authorities on how to steal 
an auto, so we can’t say what sort of skullduggery might 
be resorted to without such checking, but we think the 
implication that everybody who brings a car in to be 
registered in California is lying about the motor number 
is a little inane. 

The further implication that functionaries of the state 
which issued the original papers on the car didn’t know 
what they were doing is also present, and it’s not very 
intelligent. 

Another thing: Wouldn’t the work load in DMV offices 
be spread better through the year if drivers were assigned 
different months during which to re-license their cars, 
rather tha nhave somebody crowd into DMV offices during 
the month of January? It’s done in other states, none of 
which have such a tremendous number of auto owners as 
California. 

But as was said at the outset, most of us got through 
the licensing line with no difficulty. 

Maybe we shouldn't hope for perfection ,but we think 
spreading the work load, a slight easing of the old-maidish 
suspicions, a little versatility so that a worker can leave 
his wicket when good sense and efficiency clearly demand 
it, would help. 

And for those with long tales of woe to tell the motor 
vehicle people, there should be a comfortable, quiet place 
to wait, while the person ahead in line goes through his 
spiel.

‘Teen-Age Hoodlumism 
Is Parents’ Responsibility 


A recent area outbreak of fights and general hood- 
lumism at or in the vicinity of area high schools is some- 
thing that can’t be swept under the rug and ignored. 

It can't be excused, either; there are those who would 
like to do so, citing “the restlessness of youth,” “the unstable 
spirit of the times,” and all the other cliches, but we don't 
go along with them. 

Besides the excuse-makers, there are the scape-goat 
finders. These can be expected to start whimpering that 
“th schools should do something.” 

There are also the belligerently irresponsible. “If my 
kid gets hurt in one of those fracases,” they'll tell you, “I'll 
sue somebody. But nobody’s gonna push my kid around, 
see, and he’s got a perfect right to stand up to anybody 
who tries to.” 

None of these attitudes would do as much good as a 
little home discipline and a little parental concem. 

Many of the present easy-going parents think they're 
sparing youngsters something by “being nicer to the kids 
than my folks were to me,” but they are probably not. 

The youngsters involved in these affairs are products 
of homes. The parents who provide them should make up 
their minds that the business of fighting on the public 
streets or ‘on public school grounds is their responsibility, 
quit crying, and try to find out where the environment 
they're providing has slipped up.

Municipal Report: 


City's Biggest Industry Solves 
Problems of Worldwide Scope 


There’s not much doubt as 
to what Menlo Park’s biggest 
business enterprise it: It’s 
Stanford Research Institute, 
the community’s biggest tax- 
payer, biggest payroll and most 
impressive representative in 
research and development in 
scientific and economic lines. 

It’s big already and it’s still 
growing: More than 1200 per- 
sons work in old and new 
buildings in Stanford Village; 
in the last couple of weeks 
alone, SRI has added some 16 
acres to the 35 it previously 
actually owned and architects 
have been hired to design a 
second permanent unit. 

Whether working on con- 
tract for the government or 
for industry, reasearch at 
SRI is geared to the future. 
Work there is done oa new 
problems; problems growing 
out of the complexity of the 
scientific age and in need 
of modern, scientific solu- 
tions. 

There are no provisions for 
public tours through the labo- 
ratories and this is as it should 
be, for the Institute is con- 
cerned with projects which are 
meaningless to the layman, or 
kept hidden in the interests of 
security. 

Not all of the “security” is 
imposed by the federal govern- 
ment, either; sometimes, com- 
peting companies hire SRI to 
solve problems for them and it 
wouldn’t be cricket to pass 
secrets around. 

For a brief unrestricted look 
at what goes on inside Menlo 
Park's largest business estab- 
lishment ,then, it would be 
best to stick to a review of 
published SRI information. 

A look at some of the pro- 
jects is given every month in 
“Research for Industry,” pub- 
lished by the Institute. 

This month’s issue of the 
16-page publication has, as 
its lead article, discussion 
of some of the problems 
caused by high temperature, 
and how to solve them for 
use of industry, rocket nose- 
cone re-entry, and the like. 

It tells that scientists here 
can get flames up to about 
18,000 degrees F., and that 
solar energy, electrical energy 
and several other power 
sources are used to create high 
temperature, to which various 
chemicals and compounds can 
be exposed to learn what hap- 
pens to them under extreme 
conditions, 

Most of this is explained in 
relatively technical language. 
It’s the language of the pres- 
ent, scientific age. 

Next article deals with the 
dynamics of dust; how it in- 
fluences air pressure. 

Another tells of progress 
being made to prevent cans 
of produce, shipped by sea, 
from having their outside 
finishes and labels ruined 
because of “sweating” which 
results when a= shipment 
from relatively cold climates, 
such as this, is made 
through warmer waters. 

That study is being sponsor- 
ed by a committee represent- 
ing seven industries and some 
150 companies, who have join- 
ed forces to lick something 
that is costing them millions 
each year, 

Some unique methods have 
to be used in dealing with new 
problems, as can be guessed 
from the lead paragraph of 
another article in “Research 
for Industry”: 

“Designing and operating 
nuclear reactors presents 
technical problems that are 
about as modern and unpre- 


cedented as such problems 
can be. Yet seme useful an- 
swers to one very modern 
nuclear problem have been 
obtained with several firing 
weapons that are either an- 
cient, almost obsolete, or 
unique. Included were a 
typical medieval crossbow, 
an automobile-spring power- 
ed version of a crossbow, an 
old Winchester rifle, a 37 
mm, rifle, and a $0 mm. rifle 
barrel.” 

The firearms described 
above, incidentally, aren’t be- 
ing operated in Menlo Park. 
They’re at a special SRI field 
testing station located  else- 
where. 

There are several other arti- 
cles, including some discussing 
development of filters for 
trapping “submicron” particles 
(not useful in cigarets, appar- 
ently, but probably pretty im- 
portant anyhow, since they’re 
supposed to trap radio-active 
particles one twenty-five thou- 
sandths of an inch in size), 
satellite tracking, new indus- 
tries being developed for other 
countries, the development ot 
an accessory for a machine 
that makes pelletized chicken 
feed, and others. 

The above summary of a few 
of the items being werked on 
may not serve as an answer to 
childrens’ questions about 
“what goes on in that big 
building over there?” but it 
gives an idea.
